Action of the Senate Followed 
Léng Debate—Senator Wil- 
liam Alden Smith Believes 
There Will Be No Break in 
Russo-American Trade Re- 
lations. 


Washington, December 19.—The sen. 
ate, by a unanimous vote, tonight 
formally ratified President Taft's no- 
tification to Russia of the termination 
of the treaty of 1882. The Lodge joint 
resolution, reported by the foreign rc- 
lations committee as a substitute for 
the Sulzer resolution that passed the 
house 300 to 1, was adopted after an 
all-day debate over Russian discrimi- 
nations against the Jews of America. 
The house tomorrow is expected to 
agree to the senate measure. 

The resolution was adopted at 7:19 
Pp. m. Yt was introduced for the com- 
mittee by Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
as the measure couched in the lan- 
Stage most satisfactory to the Wash- 
ington administration, which sought 
to avoid giving offense to the St. Pe- 
tersburg government. 

Two Substitutes Voted Down. 

The final action came after two su- 
etitutes had been voted down. It was 
the climax’ of a notable -proceeding in 
the chamber which guards jealously 


its traditional powers to make and 


break treaties. <All through the sym- 
posium of views to which many sena- 
tore contributed throughout the day, 
there were citations of his- 

Of treaty. terména- 
tions by executive act, The senate was 
held in session until a late hour on 
the urgent plea of Senator Lodge that 
to secure action before the Christmas 
holiday recess on Thursday it Was 
necessary that the senate should act 
tonight. 

Every senator who spoke voiced his 
advocacy of congressional action to 
meet the Russian discrimination. They 
were unanimous for the termination 
of the treaty, but showed a wide di- 
vergence of views as to the manner in 
Which that «end should be accom- 
plished. 

Mest Conspicuous Opposition. 

The most conspicuous opposition to 
the senate resolution developed when 
Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
offered as a substitute a resolution 
éliminating the question of race as a 
cause for discrimination and emitting 
the charge that Russia had violated 
the terms of the treaty. 

The Hitchcock substitute, however, 
is along the lines of the house reso- 
jution. Those who voted in the af- 
firmation en the Hitchcock substitute 
were Senators Chilton, Culberson, 
Hitchcock, Johnson, Kern, Lea, Mar- 
tine, Myers, O'Gorman, Rayner, Smith 
of Maryland, Taylor, Watson and Wil- 
liams, democrats, and. Senators Clapp 
and Poindexter, republicane. 

Senator Newlands offered a substi- 
tute dovetailing the Hitchcock and 
Lodge resolutions, but this was voted 
down without division. Then came} 
the final vote on the Lodge resolu- 
tion. The roll was called, but there 
was no division. Seventy-two votes 
were cast and all of them were fa- 
vorable to the measure. It was there- 
fore declared adopted and was started 
on its way to the house. 

With the senate’s action the Russian

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FEWER SHIPMENTS 
~ OF WHISKY MADE 


Low Colton Price May Affect 
mas. Liquor Business 


Other Shipments Are About 
Equal in Volume to Those of 
Last Year, Report Southern 
Express Officials—Ready for 
Rush at Postoffice. 


There have been fewer shipments of 
whisky this Christmas than at any 
time since the enactment of the pro- 


hibition law. ° , 
Superintendent H. M,. Smith, of the 


press Company, says that there has 
been less whisky shipped this Christ- 
mas than at previous holiday times, 
and he thinks that the low price of 
cotton may have something to aad 


with this situation. 

“Our business all over the country 
reflects the decreased:«price of cotton,” 
says Superintendent Smith, “for when 
the farmers, the tenants and others 
have not the money, they do not buy 
or ship.” 

Trained Eye Is Needed. 

It takes a trained eye, however, lo 
discern any decrease in shipments of 
liquid refreshment or any other kind 
of package. All of the express sta- 
tions are crowded to their limits with 
eager * persons loaded down with 
Christmas packages. The warerooms 
are alive with the protesting squawk 
of poultry, doomed to adorn a Christ- 
mas dinner table, and the clerks who 
work amid the noise and rush are fast 
becoming almost automatical in their 
efforts to do as much as. possible in 
the shortest given. period. 

The shipments this year are just 
about the same as those last year, but 
one fact is new: The people are ship- 
ping earlier this season,than at any 
previous time. 

“It is due, I believe, to the campaign 
of the newspapers for early shop- 
ping,” said Superintendent Smith, “and 
in part, of course. to our advertise. 
ments urging that people ship as early 
as possible.” 

Bigger Force Employed. 

In order to take care of all the hol- 
iday shipping, the express company 
has leased two additional warerooms, 
has added between 75 and 100 wagons 
to the forty it usually sends out, an], 
has more than doubled its force of 
In the Atlanta offices 
about 250 m*#n are employed usually, 
but during the | Mas season the 
number wil reach some figure between 
500 and 600, 

In additien, any of the outgoing 
trains which aré not used as carriers 
by the express'company under normal 
will be used in shipping 
out the extra packages. — 

“There is just one thing I would like 
you to say,” said the superintendent, 
“and that is: Ask the people to' be 
patient. As you see we are doing 
everything we can to facilitate mat- 
ters, and in this connection, I would 
like to commend otirr employees. Ev- 
ery one of them is working night and 
day, faithfully, and their service is the 
best that can be given.” 

Rushing Mail Away, 

The incfeased force in the distribu- 
tion department at the postoffice has 
succeeded so far most satisfactorily in 
disposing of the heavy outgoing malls 
incident to the Christmas holidays. As 
fast as the mail ts dropped into the 
office by both individuals and carriers 
it is sent through the stamp cancell- 
ing machine, bundled, pouched and 
made ready for the first schedule out 
of Atlanta. The working tables are 
as clean as on any day in midsummer. 

The twenty-five men added to the 
force Monday have been = scattered 
among the ‘men in the big working 
room where mails are made ready, and 
in the registry and money order di- 
vision. Some of them have been placed 
in the main’ office, while others have 
been assigned to the seven sub-sta- 
tions. 

So far the incoming mail shows lit- 
tle increase in bulk, but with the train 
arrivals tonight it is thought the bulk 
will be materially increased, and that 
it will grow with every mail from now 
until after Christmas day. Friday 
twenty-five wagons and a number of 
additional distributors wili be put on 


to serve the outlying territory.

Chicago, December 19.——-The jury 
which is to try the ten Chicago packers | 
who are charged with violation of the 
criminal provisions of the Sherman 
anti-trust law was completed today and 


District Attorney James H. ‘Witkerson 
was begun. 

In outlining the case Mr, Wilker- 
son in a speech replete with bitter fon 
vective. declared that the defendants 
through the National Packing Company | 
had continued the old pooling practices | 
ef the packers and had actually put in- 
to effect the most powerful engine for 
the suppression of competition ever de- 
vised in the industrial world. 

Judge Carpenter had scarcely ceased 
directing the summoning of a new 
panel of veniremen when counsel for 
the indicted packers declared they were 
satisfied with the twelve men in the 
box. The government attorneys also | 
were content and before the noon ad- 
journment the oath was administered 
to the jury and the decks were cleared 
for the actual beginning of the legal 
battle which is looked upon as one of 
the most momentous of the many ‘in 
which the federal power has clashed 
with corporations. : 

All Defendants in Court.

New York, December 19.—Phe presi- 
dent of the United States traveled 
through New York streets tonight 
without a police esCort, such as has 
been customarily assigned for his pro- 
tection during his visits here. 

Just what caused the omission of the 
usual provisions to safeguard the na- 
tion’s head had not been officially de- 
veloped up to a late hour tonight. The 
fact remains, however, that when Pres- 
ident Taft arrived at 6:35 o’clock to- 
night at the Pennsylvania terminal, 
On a two-day visit to this city, not 
a bluecoated employee of the city was 
in sight. 

The presidential party was forced to 
make its way to a waiting automobile, 
separated from the crowd only by ten 
negro porters, whom the stationmaster 
had hastily pressed into service.

Plans fre Undecided As to 
One or Several Structures, 


Widening and Repairing Will 
Cost About $35,000, 


Chief of Construction Clayton and ex- 
Councilman W. T. Winn held a confer- 
ence yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining exactly what was 
the status of the work on Marietta 


street. 

The widening of Marietta street from 
Tabernacle Place to North avenue has 
been under way for more than a year 


and those who have been interested in 
the project are hoping to see the work 
soon completed. t 

The chféf of construction stated that 
the work of moving the houses so as 
to widen the street ten feet is practi- 
cally completed. There are four houses 
still to Le movéd, one of which is to be 
remodeled by the owners and the other 
three cannot be touched until the leases 
cn them expire next September unless 
some satisfactory agreement is reached 
with the lessees, The work of widening 
the street, however, can still go on 
and these four houses be moved at a 
later time. 

No Unnecessary Delay. 

Mr. Winn states that the houses have 
been moved by the contractors as rap- 
idly as possibie and that there has 
been no unnecessary delay.. He re- 
ports that there.are two blocks on the 
street which have been held back be- 
cause the property owners are trying to 
move the street about thirty feet north 
of the present line so as to straighten 
the street and increase the value of the 
property on the south side. These twd 
blocks are between Thurmond and 
Simpson streets where Marietta curves, 
and the elimination of this curve, Mr. 
Winn states, is of such great impor- 
tance as to make it expedient to 
delay the work in order that the street 
can be straightened. He thinks this 
n.atter will be arranged within the next 
two or three weeks, 

Will Take $35,000 More. 

It is estimated that to complete the 
work of widening Marietta street and 
repaving the ‘street to North avenue, it 
will take an appropriation by council 
next year of about $35,500. Of this 
amount $17,500 will be for laying the 
sidewalks and curbs and moving the 
water and sewer pipes. The city’s 
share for repaving the street from 
Tabernacle Place to North avenue will 
be about $18,000. 

The chief of construction says if the 
council wiil appropriate all the neces- 
sary money in January and there are 
no unlooked-for mishaps Marietta 
street will be widened and straighten- 
ed to > ae avenue and repaved by next 
Octob@®. He says that his department 
will do everything to push the work as 
rapidly as possible. 


The new Young Men’s Christian As-

last spring. 

Work May Begin iu June. 

The work of collecting subserip- 
tions is going on steadily and a corps 
of special men is engaged in the work. 
It is expected that by June, 1912, most 
of the $400,000 subscribed will have 
been collected. It is then that the 
new buildings will be begun. 

The trustees of the Young Men's 
_nristian Association have had tWo of- 
fers for the old building located on 
the corner of Auburn avenue and 
North Pryor street, but have accepted 
neither, nor is it likely that they will 
do so. One of the bids was in the neigh- 
porhood of $150,000 cash, while the oth- 
er was something over $160,000, part 
of which was to be real estate. It is 
thought that the trustees will not lis- 
ten to less than $200,000 as a pur- 
chase price. 

May Imecrease Price. 

The location of the old building is 
such that its value is constantly en- 
hancing, and it is probable that in 1912 
the trustees will advance the price. 

It has not yet been decided whether 
the new Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation will erect one or several build- 
ings. There will be three departments 
—men’s, boys and women’s, and all 
these may. have individual buildings. 

No steps have yet been taken to- 
ward deciding upon a new location 
for the Young Men's Christian Agsso- 
ciation, though it is certain to be in 
a central locality. It is .oped’ that 
within the next ten years branch 
buildings may be established in va- 
rious sections of the city, though the 
proposed new structure or structures, 
when completed in 1913, will be the 
finest south of Washington. 

The trustees will not decide upon 
the new site until the .ld building is 
sold.

Witnesses Before Federal Grand 
Jury at Indianapolis Tell of: 
Discovery of the Explosives. 
Houses Rented in Which Mc- 
Namaras Stored Dynamite. 


Indianapolis,» December 19.—People 
who for weeks unknowingly lived 
near enough dynamite to blow up the 
neighborhood and whose children skat- 
ed over the floors of a vacant house 
in which nitroglycerin had been spill- 
ed, testified in the government’s inves- 
tigation of the dynamite conspiracy 
before the federal grand jury today. 

Witnesses from Muncie, Ind., were 
questioned concerning what they knew 
of the renting of a house in Muncie 
to Ortie McManigal in December, 19909. 
After paying rent for several months 
in advance, McManigal stored it with 
boxes and sawdust in which he packed 
nitroglycerin. The fact that therent 
had been paid and the house, always 
in darkness, was visited periodically 
by a stranger, created an element of 
mystery, which still wag unsolved even 
after the place again deserted was 
thrown open and school children skat- 
ed over the floors upon:which appear- 
ed grease spots. Later it was found 
the spots were caused by nitroglycer- 
in and experts were called to destroy 
their explosive power, Among the wit- 
nesses from Muncie were Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Hiner, Isaac Grant and a manu- 
facturer who sold boxes t8 McMani- 
gal 

Expresstous ‘of Horror. 

The evidence was traced by the in- 
vestigators not only to confirm Mc- 
Manigal’s confession which implicates 
John J. and James B. McNamara, but 
also to bring out who, if any, assisted 
them. 

Other expressions of horror at dis- 
covering they had been living near ex- 
plosives came from members of the 
family of D. Jones, qa farmer near In- 
dianapolis. For a long time prior to 
tis arrest on April 22, 1911, J. J. Mc- 
Namara, secretary-tre&asurer of the In- 
ternational Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers, on the pre- 
text that he was storing old records, 
kept in Jones’ barn a piano box filled 
with dynamite, from wh.ch McManigal 
replenished hi8 supply when going on 
dynamiting expeditions.

said he opposed it Beciuse he repre- 
sented a number of defendants in 
criminal cases and he was against any 
law which made their conviction 
easier, That bi!l was defeated. 

“I favor recommending the changes 
we think should be made, then pw’ 
them up to the legislature and let that 
body do what it pleases with them. 
We will have done our duty.” 

In this connection Judge H. C. Ham- 
mond said he favored a number of 
changes in the penal code, but added: 

“How are you going to get it? Every 
bill of this character goes to the ju- 
diciary committee. which is the grave- 
yard of all judicial reform.” 

“Sometimes I think we are the worst 
court-ridden state in the world,” de- 
clared Judge A. W. Fite, of the Chero- 
kee circuit. “Eighteen years ago we 
had eighteen superior court judges, 
now we have thirty; then we had three 
supreme court judges, now we have 
nine, counting the court of appeals; 
then we had five city court judges, 
now we have seventy-five or eighty. 

“A lawyer told me not long ago that 
when he has a case to try he looks up 
the decisions of the supreme court 
and the court of appeals and he files 
his case in the superior or the city 
court as the decision of the court to 
which the case will finally go suits 
him best, We should make some plan 
whereby the decisions of the 
higher courts whi: hot ‘conflict. - ¢ 

“There, shouldbe some changes in 
the .criminal law because under the 
present system Wwe are showing too 
much leniency towarg the criminal ele- 
ment.” 

Judge J. B. Park, of the Ocmulgee 
circuit, and several others spoke along 
the same line, the result being that 
Judge Maddox's motion was passed by 
unahimous vote and the convention 
will meet again on the date stated to 
consider the report of the committee 
as to the recommendations which shall 
be made along this line to the general 
assembly.

Petersburg, December i9.—Hav- 
ing accepted in an equable spirit the 
notification of the American ambassa- 
dor that the treaty of commerce and 
navigation entered into by the United 
States and Russia in 1832 would be 


abrogated on January 1, 1913, offi- 
clals- of the Russian government are 
now directing their attention to the 
question of a new’ treaty. It is recog- 
nized that diplomacy of the most ex- 
perienced kind will be required, 
especially on the American side, if ne- 
gotiations for a new treaty are to pro- 
ceed satisfactorily. Agitation in the 
United States over the passport ques- 
tion and the brief term available for 
diplomatic action present difficulties 
to the full and free discussion of the 
subject. 
Russia’s Hands Tieq By Law. 

It is pointed out by Russian officials 
that the government's hands are tied 
by statutes which cannot be changed 
outside of the legislative machinery of 
the douma and the council of the em- 
pire as instituted in 1906. The whole 
question, in their opinion, seems to 
be dominated by a misunderstanding 
of the treaty of 1832, which makes no 
reference ‘to passports. Article 1 of 
this treaty provides for the free entry 
of all American citizens on the sole 
condition that they observe the inter- 
na] laws of the empire. This stipula- 
tion is reproduced in all treaties with 
other powers. Therefore, there has 
been question of infringement of the 
treaty, but actually one of modifica- 
tion of the internal statutes, which 
can be done only by legislative means. 

Further, it is argued, if a passport 
statute had been originally enacted or 
if the question of passports were mere- 
ly one of relations between the United 
States and Russia, this question might 
be a matter of diplomatic negotiation. 
But the Russian statutes having refer- 
ence to the Jews do not concern Ameri- 
can Jews alone, but all foreign Jews. 
A concession te the United States 
would mean a concession to all other 
countries having Jewish subjects. 
Russia, say the officials, has no wish 
for a bargain and they ask, “what can 
America concede to Russia for the abo- 
lition of Jewish legislation?’ 

Jews Won't Realize Hopes. 


In responsible quarters the opinion is 
expressed that the political situation in 
Russia proper is not favorable to the 
realization of Jewish hopes. It is like- 
ly that Premier KokKovsoff personally 
gees no harm in concessions to foreign 
Jews and a milder policy at home with 
respect to that race, but other elements 
in the Russian government are dif- 
ferently disposed. 

This is true in particular of the 
@ouma, and counsel of the empire 
which have solid majorities against 
any weakening of Russia's attitude. 
Indeed, Russia herself faces legisla- 
tive elections which will be held in 
1913 and the dominant battlecry ts one 
of nationalism. 

In parilamentary circles here the 
prevailing comment is characterized 
by astonishment that the American 
government has responded so readily 
to the Jewish outcry: The opinion is 
expressed by members of the douma 
that in all probability the Jews will 
now attempt to force matters further. 

American Business Men Depressed. 

American business men in St. Pe-' 
tersburg and Moscow have been fol- 
lowing the situation with great in- 
terest, and depression prevails among 
them at the prospect of the loss of the 
market at a time when it was opening 
most favorably. 

‘The Rech, representing liberal opin- 
ion, says the material losses will be 
indutiably greater on the American 
side, but that Russia received a blow, 
which could not be foreseen and hence 
could not be resisted. “The attendan! 
circumstances, adds the paper, show 
that the United States acted not so 
much for the sake of her own inter- 
ests as because of dissatisfaction with 
conditions and the treatment of the 
Jews in Russia proper. 


PEACE, POLITICS 
AND PURIANSH 


Are Discussed By Fatt in his 
New York Speech 


New York, December 19.—President 
Taft completed here tonight a round 
of speaking engagements, three in 
number, in which he touched on peace, 
politics and puritanism. His politica! 


speech, which was scheduled to be the! 
chief address of the evening, was made 


before the Young Men’s Republican 
Club of Brooklyn, where he told his 
audience that although there came 
times “when the old party seems a Hit- 
tle weak and staggers from blows re- 
ceived from the inside and ofit, its prin- 
ciples are strong enough when the is- 
sue is drawn to carry on the govern- 
ment.”’ 
Taft’s Peace Speech. 

The president's peace ,speech was 
made before the Economic Club, where 
he reiterated his well known arguments 
in support of the pending arbitration 
treaties. From there he was whirled 
over to a dinner of the New England 
Society of Brooklyn, where he spoke in 
a humorous vein on his Puritan an- 
cestry. 

Until he reached Brooklyn the presi- 
dent of the United States had no mu- 
nicipal police protection with the ex- 
ception of two bicycle policemen, who 
did not join the presidential party 
until it had left the residence of Henry 
W. Taft, the president's brother, where 
he is stopping during his two days’ 
visit to New York. The president's 
customary escort in this city is ten 
policemen. There was not even a de- 
tail of police at the Hotel Astor, where 
the Economic Club diners held forth, 
but this was remedied when the presi- 
dent arrived at the two Brooklyn din- 
ners, someone having assigned a con- 
siderable squad to duty there. 

Special interest attached to the 
president's speech before the Young 
Men’s Republican Club, owing to the 
organization’s recent repudiation of the 
New York state leadership of William 
Barnes, Jr., but no reference was made 
by the president to the situation. 


Party Seems a Little Weak. os 


The president made his reference to 
the party's “seeming a little weak” at 
the outset of his remarks; which were 
not long. 

“The republican party has shown it- 
self able, and will show itself able,’’ 
continued the president, “to meet the 
responsibilities thrust upon it,. The 
American people are not going to r2- 
ject it for something so uncertain, so 
untried and divergent in its views as 
those trying to wrest power from it,” 

The president referred to tire policy 
of protection, which, ‘he said, should 
not be exorbitant or unreasonabie, 
“but enough to enable .our industries 
to compete with the ind@stries of other 
countries, and enough to measure the 
difference between wages paid abroad 
and the wages we want to pay peopie 
on this side of the ocean. 

Playing Politics. 

“I am not in favor of playing poi)- 
tics for the purpose of putting some- 
body or some party in a hole,” he con- 
cluded, raising his voice and gestur- 
ing with emphasis; “I am in favor of 
adopting a policy, not to attract voters, 
but for the purpose of putting that 
policy on the statutes and enforciiz 
them for the benefit of the country. I 
do not believe in statesmen for plar- 
form purposes, but in statesmen who 
will-put a policy through that will do 
something for the country, not in those 
who keep saying they are going to 
do it.” 

“We have a democratic house and a 
nominally republican senate and I hope 
I am a republican executive,/ I hope 
we will have to join issue with the oth- 
er party and ask the people to allow 
us to show that we still have the ca- 
pacity to do the best there is for the 
country.” 

Congressman Frank B. Willis, of 
Ohio, who preceded the president as 
a speaker, said that he brought a mes- 
sage from the people of Ohio that they 
would “stand shoulder to shoulder” for 
the nomination of the president for a 
second term. This was greeted with

United States Brought About 
the Conference and Other 
Powers Are Aiding—Manchu 
Rule Sure to End—Premier 


Yuan Dominates Situation. 


Shanghai, China, December 
Promise of peace in China became more 
definite today with the announcement 
that allsix ofthe great powers—Japan, 
Great Britain, the United States, Rus- 
sia, France and Germany—are united 
in a co-operative effort to assist Dr. 
Wu Ting Fang and Tang Shao Yi in 
their negotiations. 

The pour parlers between Wu Ting 
Fang and Tang Shao Yi opened with 
surprising smoothness. It is unmis- 
takably evident, however, that the con- 
tinuation of Manchu rule, even as con- 
cerns the imperial throne at Pekin, is 
considered unlikely by either side. 

Even though the present dynasty is 
ousted, the premier evidently hopes to 
retain the imperial form of govern- 
ment, possibly with the present em- 
peror designated as the first ruler of a 
new Chinese dynasty, and with Yuan 
Shi Kali as regent. 

Yuan Is Dominant, 


The personality of Yuan Shi Kai 
dominates the convention. The great 
fight will be as to whether the form of 
government is to be imperial or repub- 
lican. If an empire, Yuan will be re- 
gent.

Wm. Adler, of. aww Orleans, 
Gets Six Years for Alleged

New Orleans, La., December © 19.— 
William Adler, former president of the 
State National bank of New Orleans, 
and for years prominent in. the com- 
mercial life of this city, will have to 
serve six years in the Atlanta fed- 
eral prison.

He 
has been twice tried ind convicted,

After the failure of the State Na- 
tional bank, Adler loaded the steam- 
thip Alps with $25,000 worth of pro- 
Visions and quietly slipped out of New 
(rieans for Honduras. The Alps was 
Shipwrecked, but Adler and his friends 
were saved. Adler remained in Central 
America some time and two years ago 
returned here and surrendered to the 
authorities to’ stand trial on the indict- 
ments which had been returned by t..e 
federal grand jury in his absence.

No application for a commutation of 
sentence will be considered by the 
president or. Mr. 
the condition of Morse’ grows material- 
ly worse. A- parole has never been | 
under consideration. Officials here 
say that Morse’s friends cannot. expect 
further action at this time. 

They point out that the department 
of justice has been most lenient in its 
handling of Morse since it became 
known that he was «seriously ill. 


Morse Shows His Gameness, 

Charles W. Morse showed plainly his 
gameness Tuesday morning when ad- 
vised by Mrs. Morse that President 
Taft had declined to act favorabiy 
upon his application for:pardon at the 
present time, and heroically undertook 
te comfort his wife, who had been se- 
lected by the prisoner’s friends in At- 
lanta to break the news to him. 

One of Morse’s friends was advised 
over the long-distance phone early in 
the morning that “there was grave 
doubt about the president granting a 
pardon, but the Atlantan did not think 
it advisable to tell Mrs. Morse what 
he had heard, fearing that the news 
would cause a complete breakdown in 
her condition, as she was then in a 
sick bed. 

How News Was Broken. 

After the press dispatches had made 
known the refusal of the president to 
act at present on the application for 
pardon, Morse’s Atlanta friends con- 
ferred astothe advisability of break- 
ing the news to him and how it should 
be done. It was finally decided thnrt 
it would be better for Mrs. Morse to 
be the carrier of the bad tidings to 
her husband, as it was thought she 
could make the shock lighter. 

One of the party called at Mrs. 
Morse’'s hotel. She was still in bed, as 
she has been for four days past, but 
when the situation was explained 
fully to her she accepted the task. 
WithTA a short time she was ready for 
the tring, and in a closed auto, the 
property of an Atlanta friend, made 
the trip to the post hospital. 

It was her first visit to her husband 


in four days, and the meeting was aj. 


joyful one. The wife maintained con- 
trol of herself so completely that the 
sick man had.""no idea she was the 
bearer of unpleasant news. Foran 
hour and a half they conversed pieas- 
antly on many topics, both speaking 
hopefully of the future and what it 
held for th:m once he was free. Fina!.- .

| The fast-thickening troubles of Francisco I: Madero, Jr., pres- 


ident of Mexico, have taken a dramatic turn in his narrow. escape 
from a plot by which he was to be assassinated and General. Ber- 
nardo Reyes placed at the head of the provisional government. 

The conspiracy was unearthed by Mexican secret service of- 
frcials, who found incriminating ~ documents in the possession of 
prominent army officers, who were forthwith arrested. Within 
itself, the occurrence is of relatively minor importance, and may be 
expected to herald similar ones in the near future and for some 
time to come. Its main importance is ‘the fact that it confirms 
the previous indications of widespread disaffections, not only in 
the Mexican army proper, which has never shown any. love for 
Maderq, but as well in the provinces, in which local. self-govern- 
ment 1s a new thing and incapable of performing the miracles they 
thought it would work over night. 

Madero, or any other man who mounts the presidential trib- 
une, must expect a recurrence of these incidents for an indefinite 
period: Diaz ruled Mexico, but he never fostered any policies 
which would teach the masses lessons in the’ art of government. 
He never informed them that government itself could not accom- 
plish everything, that abuses would be reformed slowly, and that 
it-required time, decades in many instances, for a people largely 
untutored to become intelligently self-governing. Madero~is. reap* 
ang the harvest of the Diaz policy. The successful insurrection 
which made him president was the expression of a widespread dis-

marvelous transformation aH the wrongs and ‘inequalities of 
the past thirty years would be immediately righted.

prison, 1845-46. In 1849 he obtained 
an interest in The New York Evening 
Post, associating himself in his edito- 
rial duties with William Cullen Bry- 
ant. He relinquished his editorial work 
in 1861 to become United States consul 
at Paris, stepping from that position 
in 1864 to become minister to France, 
in which he continued until 1867. Re- 
turning to New York he entered poli- 
tics, an@ in 1875 became chairman ‘of 
Governor Tilden’s canal investigating 
commission, becoming secretary of 
state of New York the same year and 
continuing as such for two years, 

Mr. Bigelow was executor and‘ trus- 
tee of the late Samuel J. Tilden, -presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of the 
New Yark public library, trustee of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, president 
of the Tilden Trust, president of the 
Century Association, honorary  cor- 
responding member of the New York 
liistorical Society, Massachusetts His- 
torical Soclety and Maryland Histori- 
cal Society and member of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Arts and Letters, 

He was the author of many histori- 
cal, ‘bicgraphical, scciological and eco- 
nomic works, of which “Retrospection 
of an, Active Life’’-was the latest.

KILLS HUSBAND 
IN GRILL ROOM 


Wife Uses Revolver When She 
Runs Across a Small 
Dinner Party. 


Fort. Worth, Texas, December 19.— 
Homer Y. Trout, shot by his wife in a 
grill room heSe late last night as he 
Sat at a table with a party of friends, 
died early today. 

When. Mrs. Trout entered the door-of 
the grill room she walked straight to 
the table where her husband sat. 

“I've caught you now,” she said, 
drawing a revolver from her muff. 
Trout paled and glanced from the face 
of his companions to his wife. The 
answer to his look of appeal was a 
shot, and Trout: sank in his chair. 

A moment later .i1s wife was cry- 
ing hysterically: “My God! I’ve killed 
my poor little boy. Il never meant 
to do it.” 

When the shot was fired, Mrs. Jule 
Saylard, who was in the supper party, 
sprang from her chair and made an ef- 
fort to wrest the revolver from Mrs. 
Trout’s hand. ; 

At the police station,- the repeated 
statement of Mrs. Trout that she did 
not intend to kill her husband led the 
police to say that it is probable the 
bullet was not intended for Trout. 

Mrs. Trout’s examining trial was 
held today and she was released under 
$2,500 bond, but not until the court 
had received assurances from her at- 
torneys that Mrs. Trout -would be 
guarded by a nurse to prevent her 
from. killing® herself. The police say 
she appeared to be in desperate grief 
over her last night's act, exclaiming: 

“I do not care what they do with 
me—if I could only die.’ 

Mrs. Trout said a woman. informed 
her over the telephone that her hus- 
band was dining at the grill room, but 
that she does not know the inform- 
er’s identity... Nothing of the circum- 
stances leading up to the shooting 
came out at today’s trial. 

Over the bier of his dead son, Thom- 
as W. Trout. the aged father. of the 
prominent cattleman,. extended  for- 
giveness to the young wife, who 
swooned and was carried from the 
rocm. Mrs. Trout insisted that she 
be allowed to take a last look at her 
dead husband. She would not believe 
that she had killed him until she be- 
held the corpse. She was taken to the 
undertaking establishment in an auto- 
mobile; where she came face to face 
with the father of her victim. Throw- 
ing herself at his feet, she cried that 
she had not meant -to-kill his son.

GUESTS OF HOTELS 
ROUTED IN PANIC 


One Thousand Persons Flee 
From Fire in Chicago—lIn- 
cendiarism ‘Hinted. 


Chicago, Ill., December 19.,—Nearly 
1,000 hotel guests were routed in panic 
early today by a fire which totally 
destroyed .the open board of trade- 
building, a five-story landmark at 323 
South LaSalle: street. 

Within fifteen minutes after the first 
alarm was sounded at 2:30 o'clock the 
flames had the building at their mercy. 
The roof fell .in'a few minutes after 
the arrival of the first fire companies. 

Three furnace stokers who were in 
the’ basement are missing and it is not 
known if they are. safe. 

Alarm was immediately felt for the 
guests in the Kaiserhof, New. Victoria 
and Stafford’ hotels, all of :which were 
near enough to be. touched by the 
flames from the burning structure. 

The sight of the flames threw men 
and women into panic and there was a 
hurried scramble for clothing and val- 
uables. 

Scores of persons appeared half clad 
in the hotel lobbies and many dragged 
trunks or carried suit cases.. Although 
the window sashes of the. Kaiserhof 
were burning on the three upper floors 
at one time, a‘ steady play of water on 
the bullding always kept it out of dan- 
ger. No person was injured in any 
of the hotels. 

Directly across from the open board 
of trade in LaSalle street stands the 
Chicago Board of Trade and with which 
the open.board had no connection: 

Marshal Seyferlich, ofthe fire de- 
partment,’ estimated thé total loss at 
$200,000. His only comment as to the 
cause.was, that there would be a rigid 
investigation, hinting that the fire may 
have been of incendiary origin.

New York, December 19.—Repre- of the arid west and the building of 


sentative Underwood, of Alabama, 
chairman of the house committee on 
Ways and means, was guest of honor 
at a dinner of members of the Cath- 
olic club here tonight, and as principal 
speaker he delivered an address, de- 
claring, his opposition to movements 
toward a more direct form of govern- 
ment, 

“If there are evils in our govern- 
ment as it cxists today,” he said, “it 
is not in its organic form.- It is due 
to the failure of those in office to hon- 
estly, fairly and justly perform the 
duties imposed upon them.” 

He pointed to the failures of direct 
democracies, and drew the contrast 
between them and the successes of a 
representative democracy responsive 
to the will of a majority, but checked 
by the constitution from exercising a 
brutal force which might destroy the 
liberty and property rights of the in- 
dividual. 

The proposal to abandon in part this 
scheme of the revolutionary fathers, 
with a tendency to place the power of 
law-making in the hands of all the 
People, would place constitutional] 
guarantees of individual liberty sub- 
Servient to the will of the majority 
through political compulsion, he said. 

Those who urge a change, fie argued, 
do not reflect that at times they may 
Misjudge real public sentiment, that 
the reprerentative who acts as the in- 
strument of the government is at fault 
and not the basic principle of the gov- 
nas itself. 

“My experience as a legislator,” he 
continued, “leads me to believe that 
the congress of the United States wil! 
ultimately respond to the enlightened 
and matured sentiment of the epople.” 
He pointed to instances wherein it had 
done so in railroad rate legislation, 

ure food laws, campaign fund pub- 
icity, national quarantine, irrigation 


the isthmian canal. 

“The response may no¢ be rapid,” he 
said, “but it is pr®»ably more perma- 
nent; and there is certainly not as 
muca danger of enacting hasty, ill- 
ccneidered or bad legislation.

The peo- 
ple should drive from the places of 
power and responsibility the unfaith- 
ful servant and elect those who will 
be faithful and true to the trust im- 
posed upen them.

I tell 
you that the masses of the people are 
far better judges of men than they 
are of measures, and are far mora 
likely to select an honest man than 
an honest measure, 

“When you say that the voter can- 
not select a public official who will 
reflect the will of the people in his 
office and be faithful to the constitz- 
tion of his country, I say you reflect 
on the very first principle of free gov- 
ernment and misjudge the honesty 
anc. the intelligence of the American 
people, 

“Let us elect honest men to public 
office; men who have the courage to 
stand for the true interest of the con- 
Stitution they represent, regardless of 
what effect it may have on their per- 
sonal fortunes. There then will be

POULTRY, PET AND LIVE STOCK. -—~ 


By Joseph Warden, 

Mr. B. H. Seeley, in Successful Poul- 
try Journal, has an article “Reason 
for Poor Hatches,’ which sounds rea- 
sonable, and [{ would like for’ the 
readers of this to make a test of ft. 
The plan is this: “Warmth is as nec- 
essary to preserve the life of the 
germ as it ig to develop the germ 
into a living bird. The hen which 
steals her neat, at regular intervals 
communicates a certain amount of 
warmth to the laid egg, enough to 
preserve the living germ in health 
and vigor, without starting it into 
active development. And when the 
time comes for her to set, she sits 
upon a cluteh of eggs, the germs of 
which have been kept alive and in 
vigorous health by her periodical 
Visits. Consequently the eggs hatch 
and she brings off a full brood. The 
early eggs kept under different -cir- 
cumstances, have had no periodical 
warmings, the germs have been grad- 
ually chilled to death, and the eges 
when set fail to hatch. 

“The eggs laid in the natural breed- 
ing season hatch better than the early 
eggs because they have been subject- 
ed to a less degre of cold, and the 
gZerms have therefore remained in a 
stronger condition. It is not because 
the eggs are laid in the natural breed- 
ing season that they hatch better, but 
because during the so-called natural 
breeding season the temperature has 
been mild enough to prevent the germs 
from becoming chilled, and therefore 
weakened or killed. 

“Now, how is this theory, the pre- 
servation of the life and vigor of the 
germs to be tested Simply enough. 
Imitate the hens every day, say warm 
the eggs for say fifteen minuteg to 
a degree that they would be warmed 
if the hen went on the nest to lay 
a new egge. Heat a thick flannel or 
cushion to 102 degrees and lay it over 
the eggs for fifteen minutes. In 
making the test two lots of eggs 
should be employed, one to be Kept 
cool all the time, the other to be 
daily warmed. Then note which lot 
gives the best results. If the warmed 
egmes uniformiy hatch better than the 
unwarmed ones, the theory is con- 
firm; if the result is otherwise, the 
theory will be condemned. A_ single 
trial, however, is not enough “for 
either cinfirmation or condemnation. 
The test is so simple and easy, and 
the results, if favorable, so valuable, 
that many ought to be led to make 
the test. If we could, with so little 
extra trouble, insure the hatching of 
a larger percentage of our early 
egas, we would gers increase, the 
pleasure and profits of poultry breed- 
ing. We would do more than that, 
for we would have expanded our 
knowledge and extended our control 
over nature.” 

As there is always so much com- 
plaint of poor hatches in cold weather 
[ thought the above. article might be 
some help to those who want to set 
em@gs early. It can certain) do no 
harm if it does no good. ope you 
will test and ore nevarts.

Humiliating for Americans. 

The refusal of Russia to observe | 
Article I of the treaty, he said, had put 
many American citizens in a humiliat- 
ing position “that should no longer be 
submitted to.” All administrations of, 
either party had, he said; used their 
best efforts to obtain improved condi- 
tions, but without result. He urged the 
use of temperate language in discus- 
sing the situation, so as not to hamper 
the president in his diplomatic efforts. 

Senator Root concurred in the view 
that the existing treaty must remain 
unsatisfactory and injurious, but he 
found in the first article of the treaty 
a recognitidn by the United States of 
Russia's right to prohibit the emigra- 
tion of its subjects. In fact, at that 
time the United States itself had ad- 
hered to the doctrine of indefensible 
allegiance and in making the agree- 
ment each country had acknowledged 
the right of the other to cotrol the 
inovements of its own people. 

That was before the great tide of 
immigration to this country began, @ 
circumstance which had caused the 
United States to change its attitude on 
the question of expatriatiou. By stat- 
ute the right of the individual to 
choose his own place of residence had 
been so explicitly recognized that it 
amounted almost to a repeal of the 
Russian \treaty. Moreover, most other 
countries had followed the example of! 
the great rep ablic. 

In consequence of this revolution, he 
declared that the maintenance of the! 
treaty was ‘inconsistent with the atti- ! 
tuce g. tne civilized world, 

Bailey Quizzes Root, 


‘The first and greatest reason for 
terminating the treaty is that we may 
set Ourselves right with ourselves,’ 
he said, “and I think that the time has 
come when consistency with regard to 
our own principles requires us to give 
the notice of termination provided for, 
by the treaty itself.”
